Some time ago, while taking pictures 
for other topics, | assembled the picture 
of the PPC cases. It was a bit different 
and | thought | might use it some day. 
Not really having a good idea in mind | 
sort of put it aside. 

Then came the IBS Varmint and 
Sporter International Championships. 
As you will read next month, when the 
report is printed, Allie Euber just ran 
away with things. Suddenly the PPC pic- 
ture had a use. 

Using a 6mm PPC for all of the 
different classes Allie captured the 200 
yard Sporter with .2656, the Light Var- 
mint Grand Aggregate with .2737 (the 
same as his winning score in that event 
last year) and the Sporter Grand Aggreg- 
ate with .2727. 

The final tally for the 3 Gun Aggregate 
found Allie in the top position there with 
.2933. 

The 3 Gun is a new record as is the 
Sporter Grand and the Sporter 200 yard 
aggregate. The Sporter Grand has been 
officially measured at .2727 but | am not 
sure if the Sporter 200 at .2656 has been. 
The 3 Gun is tentative at this writing. 

In addition, unofficial tallies reveal 
that Allie put a large dent into his point 
totals for the Precision Rifleman award. 
Most of those points were gathered at 
Mainville. Added to his previous points 
he will most likely receive his Bronze 
award for his efforts. 

Obviously we are delighted to feature 
Allie on another cover. His shooting is 
nothing short of outstanding and we 
give him our best for it. Certainly he has 
set some goals for all of us to attain as 
the shooting seasons progress.

PRODUCT TEST 
Longo Conversion 
Lyman 55 Measure 


Some time ago Ed Longo deposited a 
converted Lyman measure on my load- 
ing table and asked if | cared to look at 
it. When | got a chance to open the box | 
indeed found a converted Lyman 
measure. It was a very neat job and my 
curiosity was now on duty. 

| am not sure why so many conver- 
sions appear on the Lyman 55 measure 
but they certainly do. Maybe that tells us 
something. 

According to the literature which Ed 
had included the Longo conversion 
allows charges to be thrown to within .1 
grain. 

The measure features a large 
aluminum drum on the handle. Inside 
this drum is a counter and scale which is 
linked to the adjusting mechanism in- 
side the measure. The dial on this drum 
is clearly marked into 100 units. Ed re- 
ports that each mark is representative of 
.0003” of cavity opening. That is fine! 

Capable of 15 revolutions the measure 
will handle about 60 gr. of Winchester 
748. My testing indicated 64.5 gr. of 
4350. More on 4350 later. 

The fine graduations insure positive 
adjustment of the cavity. Approximately 
10 divisions on the dial equal .5 grain. 
Two divisions are equal to about .1 
grain. The dial also has a lock so that a 
setting can be made secure. 

When time allowed for careful check- 
ing | found that this conversion works 
very well and is a pleasure to adjust. 
Subject to operator error, just like any 
other measure, it is capable of very ac- 
curate metering of powder charges. 

My checks included the usual 
benchrest powders of 748, 4198, 4895 


and RL 7.1 also measured some 4350 to 
see if the measure could handle larger 
grains of powder. 

Through the entire range of powders 
the measure performed as advertised. 
Only when | was careless or heavy 
handed did it balk and give a bad read- 
ing on the scale. It really did a nice job. 

The fooler was 4350. | had expected 
bad results here as there are not too 
many measures which will throw this 
stuff with any degree of accuracy. This 
measure handled charges up to 60 gr. 
with ease. Admittedly it was not as easy 
as 748 or RL 7 to throw but the charges 
did stay well within .2 grains. That is fine 
in any measure. unfortunately the 
capacity of this measure is too small for 
most applications of 4350 and 4831 so 
this talent will be wasted. It can be ap- 
plied, however, in the middle ranges of- 
4350. | loaded a batch of 42 gr. charges 
for a 243 and they checked out fine on 
the scale prior to filling the cases. 

Repeatability and accuracy of settings 
were checked. | found that the dial did 
return to the original setting. The stand- 
ard proceedure of making settings from 
the same direction (low to high) keeps 
the threads aligned the same way and 
makes for more uniform settings. 

My only warning concerns the lock on 
the dial. | was able to make readings 
vary by either not locking, or locking, the 
dial. The readings were not off very far 
but they were off. Learning to lock the 
dial all the time would solve that prob- 
lem. ‘i 

Although the measure came with the 
knocker in the box | did not use it. | am 
firmly against the use of any knocker or 
repeat motion when using a powder 
measure. Being human there is no way 
we can repeatedly knock a machine 
around and get uniform results with any 
set of repeated bumps. Ditto for multiple 
handle rotations. One motion, done 
uniformly, is much simpler and also 
much more accurate. 

Completing the evaluation requires 
only that | inform you of the price and 
location of this measure. Ed Longo will 
do a conversion on your measure for 
$42.00 or supply a converted one for

a close third. This pattern has held 
consistently over the years perhaps 
because of school and vacation 
schedules. 

Cline Deer, that old bench shooting 
veteran from Ohio, was starting to put 
things together. He topped 42 other 
shooters at Richmond, Ind. on Sept. 7, 
1952. It was here and at Terre Haute, 
Ind. that Cline taught Ferris Pindell all 
there was to know (or vice versa). 
Frank Cooper, L.E. Wilson and his 
daughter, Mary, made off with all the 
monetary, burnt and other offerings at 
the Seattle, Washington shoot on 
August 22, 1952. Heavy mirage 
plagued the shooters. This at- 
mospheric disturbance continues to 
plague shooters today.

a shoot with a first-class, brand new 
219 Don., Wallack — Gregoire bench 
rest outfit and was mercilessly 
trounced by a guy with a 22 LR. 
Winchester 52! The loser therefore 
suggested that all “‘pipsqueak, stiff 
jointed, overhanging belly type” small 
bore shooters join the ranks of bench 
rest shooters and sit down to shoot. 
Unfortunately, the high ranking of- 
ficers of the organization never got 
around to setting up a ‘‘smallbore”’ 
class of bench rest fire, so this guy’s 
suggestion died. Too bad, as | think a 
heavy bench rest class limited to 22LR 
could be fun. And factory primed 22LR 
brass could become a new loading 
challenge.

This mount is made 
for the Lyman LWBR scope, both the 
20X and the 25X. It is also suitable for 
the silhouette shooter. It comes in two 
heights, 1.800’ and 2.200”, to obtain 
proper objective lens clearance. This 
mount will fit the Remington 700, 40x, 
788, Shilen and Ruger 77 ST rifles. 

The finish is a nice deep blue. Like all 
B-Square products, allen head screws 
are used throughout and are provided 
with the mount, as are the wrenches 
needed to install the mount. The adver- 
tised weight of this mount is 2 1/2 
ounces (1,093.8 grains). The set we 
have, when weighed with all screws and 
shims was 1,105.5 grains. This is about 
the lightest ring and mount set around.

For 
starters, the neck thickness on my lot 
ran out at about .013” with minimum er- 
ror. These cases, when turned on the 
lathe to the required .010” for my cham- 
ber, cleaned up completely, which is not 
always possible with some makes of 
cases. 

Some years back, B.E. Hodgdon, the 
powder man, gave me some .222 nickel 
plated cases to try at a night match at 
Kansas City. | found they were a little 
soft, perhaps the result of the plating 
process. Anyway, they were just. too 
much trouble to keep in shape during a 
match although the lack of burnt powder

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buildup inside was nice. So far, there 
has been no indication of any lack of 
proper temper in the Federal cases. In 
my tight neck chamber, there has been 
no indication of thickening. Lengthen- 
ing has been about the same as other 
case makes. 

During weight and volume checks of 
this lot errors were as small as with any 
cases checked in the past and a lot bet- 
ter than some. All checks showed these 
cases to be very acceptable. Primers 
seat with ease because of the plating. 
Primed with the Federal 205 primer, | 
have experienced no primer leaks with 
high pressure loads. See your dealer for 
some of these new match cases. 

Vaco: With the widespread use of hex 
head screws on bench guns as action 
screws, or on a great number of the ac- 
cessories we use these days, a really 
good set of hex wrenches is hard to find. 
| have a set made by Vaco that is the ber- 
ries. The set runs from 3/32” thru ten 
wrenches to 3/8’” They have a nice 
molded ‘“‘T’”’ handle and can be had with 
6” and 8” blades. The set also comes 
with a bench stand and a key fit chart. 
\’ve had my set for over four years and 
wouldn’t be without them. The ample, 
smooth handles let you feel how much 
pressure you are putting on. If you are 
interested, try your local tool supplier. | 
got my set from U.S. General Supply 
Corp., 100 General Place, Jerico, N.Y. 
11753. Their catalog has lots of goodies 
in the tool line and prices are surely ac- 
ceptable. The Vaco number for the 6” 
blade set is 70152. For the 8” size the 
number is 70153.

| have just recently purchased a var- 
mint rifle in 220 Wilson Arrow caliber. 

When fireforming the standard 220 
Swift cases, | find a stretch mark about 
half way up the case and have ex- 
perienced cases separating after 3 or 4 
firings. 

Could this be a headspace problem? 


You could have a headspace problem 
but | seriously doubt it. 

You didn’t mention the load you are 
using to fire form but | suspect that this 
may be your problem. 

The standard cases have to make 
quite a change during fireforming and if 
you try and ‘‘blow”’ them out with one fir- 
ing you will experience the problem you 
describe. 

| do most of my fireforming, in cases of 
this type, using 4895 at approximate 
75% of a standard charge. 

On the second firing use a standard 
charge for the 220 Swift and you should 
have them formed well. 

On the first firing, seat the bullets well 
into the lands. This will help hold the 
cases against the bolt while forming. 
This should help eliminate some stretch. 


| plan to have a 7m/m 308 built for 
silhouette shooting and plan on using 
Federal 308 match brass or Remington 
243 brass as | have acquired an excep- 
tional lot of the latter. 

Is there any reason why | should use 
one over the other?

The old theory of ‘“‘shoot what shoots 
best” is the direction | go. 

The 7m/m 308, like many wildcats, 
comes in a variety of dimensions and | 
suggest you have your gunsmith provide 
you with the exact length of the cham- 
ber. 

Once you have this dimension keep 
your brass trimmed .015 short of this 
length. 

Minimum chamber spec. for the 243 is 
2.055 whereas the 308 is 2.025. 

As you can see, if the chamber is cut 
to minimum 308 length you might en- 
counter problems using 243 brass which 
usually runs 2.040 plus out of the box.

While on the subject of “funny cases” 
| thought | might throw my two cents in. 

It’s very seldom that a week-goes by 
that | don’t receive an inquiry with 
regard to a ‘‘new hot setup” a customer 
has just read about in a magazine. 

Normally | advise the customer about 
the cost of a special set of reamers, 
forming and loading dies that he will 
have to pay for, and the gleam in his eye 
more than likely will fade away. 

However many times, against my urg- 
ing otherwise, he will pursue this new 
wildcat cartridge with little or no thought 
to cost and, more importantly, the poten- 
tial results of the cartridge. 

The varmint cartridge calibers such as 
22, 6mm and 25 calibers seem to draw 
the most attention to the would-be 
wildcatters. 

Strangely enough he will look past the 
222M, 22-250, 6mm Rem., .243, 257 
Roberts and the 25-06 thinking that he 
will hit upon that magic cartridge that 
will produce 1/4 MOA and make good 
clean kills at 400 and 400 yards. Not 
likely! 

In his search for that ultimate 
cartridge he tends to look beyond a very 
important fact. 

We are all handicapped by the lack of 
1/4 MOA bullets which are heavy 


enough to handle the yardages our po- 
tential wildcatter dreams of. 

Sure we have excellent 22 and 6mm 
bullets available but they are of light 
weights and velocity retainment with 
these light bullets is poor with regard to 
long range varmint shooting. 

The majority of long range varmint 
shooters tend to lean towards the 6mm 
and 25 caliber cartridges mainly 
because of the heavier bullets available. 

What I’m driving at is if he can’t find 
the proper bullets to make his 22-250 or 
6mm Remington produce the results he 
desires, it’s very doubtful that a cartridge 
re-design will make much difference. 

|, in no way, want to discourage any 
potential wildcatter as we have received 
several fine rounds from the results of an 
enterprising wildcatter. What I’m sug- 
gesting is that before you lay out that 
hard earned green, give some of our 
“plain vanilla” factory cartridges a fair 
test. 

Too often the would be wildcatter will 
spend the bulk of his savings on the dies 
and reamers and then want to cut cor- 
ners by purchasing a barrel that is less 
than the best. Or have a good barrel on 
some action that saw service in two 
world wars or maybe want to make it 
“purdy” with some fancy stock that 
sprouts leaves every time the dew gets 
heavy. 

If you want that ultimate rifle you best 
start with a match grade barrel installed 
on a good commercial action and pro- 
perly bedded in a very stable stock. 

You can’t do first class shooting with 
second rate equipment. 

| guess the point I’m trying to make is 
that if you can’t find what you are look- 
ing for in a good custom built 22-250, 
6mm Remington or 257 Roberts varmint 
rifle then investigate the possibility of a 
wildcat but don’t judge the performance 
of the standard cartridges in some 
“club” that you picked up at the local 
swap meet.

With the constant use of one type of 
hand die or another many competitors 
search for the press which will ease the 
operation of their particular set of dies. 
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Apparently most shooters do not like 
to hammer on their dies, either for prac- 
tical or imagined reasons. They feel the 
press does a smoother, quicker or 
neater job. 

For the users of the Wilson straight- 
line type of die Jim Beeson, of Beeson’s 
Gun Store, R.R. 1 Etna Green, Indiana, 
46524, has designed the fixed press pic- 
tured here. 

A practical unit; it comes with a stand 
for the neck sizer. The stand brings the 
sizing die up to the total size of the seat- 
ing die. The complete interchangeability 
without adjustment is a unique feature of 
this press. 

Well made, and finished in a basic 
black, this press offers much to those 
who use the Wilson tools. 

To operate it place the case in the 
stand and insert it under the ram. Push 
the ram down to size. Turn the die over 
and insert the decapping pin. Now push 
the handle down and the case is decap- 
ped and ejected from the die. 

Place the seating die in position and 
drop the bullet into the die. Seating the 
bullet is easy with the eccentric cam at- 
tached to the base of the handle. Jim 
Beeson reports that the ‘‘feel’’ involved 
here is good with his machine. | agree. 
You can feel the entire operation and 
control it with your favorite style.

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Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene 


This month | would like to bring to 
your attention the components available 
for purchase and use by the benchrester 
in Australia. On perusal of any 
Australian equipment listing the reader 
and casual observer could be easily 
misled into believing that the compo- 
nents available are comparable to, and 
therefore as accessible as, those found 
overseas. Experience has proven 
differently and many senior group 
shooters firmly believe this area to be 
the one which is the most restrictive to 
Australians attaining small groups and 
aggregates. 

Cases used are Norma, Hirtenberg, 
Sako, Winchester, Remington with 
Federal recently showing up on the 
shopping lists. Sometimes the shooters 
must wait until orders arrive from over- 
seas and clear customs before 
purchases can be made. With primers 
only minor delays are experienced and 
the brands available are R.W.S., 
Remington, CCl, Vitavourhi pius Federal 
205 and 210’s. 

Powder variety is a critical area and 
the one in which the shooter is most 
confined and restricted. To begin with 
the availability is determined by the ar- 
rival of ships carrying explosive cargo. 
Currently only one such vessel arrives in 
Australian waters per year and conse- 
quently either a feast or a famine exists. 
The supply situation leads to overbuying 
(when in stock) for hoarding and this 
quickly induces extreme starvation. Du- 
Pont varieties are the most commonly 
used with a distinct preference shown 
for 4895. This propellant is only available 
in the pound tins and not in container 
form although many shooters, including 
yours truly, have expressed a desire to 
purchase in this manner. 748 was be- 
ginning to get a good foothold with 
benchresters during 1974-76 but the 
popularity has begun to diminish in the 
last few months, due entirely to the lack 
of constant availability. The now defunct 
BLC and 4740 are still used by those

who exercised squirrel tactics years 
ago. Once the stored tins are empty 
there is no more. Therein lies the com- 
plete variety available to the Australian 
shooter. Maybe you agree that this area 
could be seriously disadvantaging those 
“Down Under.” 

Projectiles for bench work are Sierras 
and Remingtons. Nosler, Detsch and 
McCracken are usually purchased direct 
by private parties in their quest for 
smaller groups. Only two parties — one 
established and one yet to get into full 
production — are making bullets in 
Australia with Bruce Trekor operable 
and Nev Madden/John Giles combining 
to produce GP’s but not yet on the com- 
mercial scene. Bruce’s projectiles are 
for .224 and 6MM and are made in dies 
by Clarence Detsch. GP’s are to be pro- 
duced in dies made by Nev Madden. 
These guys are spare time producers 
and have been rushed off their feet with 
orders and information seekers, conse- 
quently the guys get behind the demand 
because there are only 24 hours in a day. 
Aussie buyers have been turning to 
Treloar because of the closeness of the 
supply and because of the cost factor; 
overseas no freight charges. When GP’s 
gets into full production the market can 
be shared.

But back to the cost factor. | have 
listed a short list of sample prices:— 

Du Pont Powder — $12.00 per pound; 
Federal 205 Primers — $18.00 per thou- 
sand; Remington 7.5 Primers — $15.00 
per thousand; Remington .224 Projec- 
tiles — $17.50 per hundred; Treloar .224 
Projectiles — $9.50 per hundred; Treloar 
6MM Projectiles — $10.50 per hundred. 
These prices are in Australian dollars 
and to relate to the U.S. dollar calculate 
the A $1 equals .87 American cents. 

All this makes benchrest an expensive 
and sometimes frustrating sport in 
Australia. This applies to all sports as 
sport seems to be a dirty word in this 
country with Government not wishing to 
acknowledge its existence with finance. 
The most galling aspect is that $35 
million goes to Government coffers per 
year from sales tax on sporting equip- 
ment but a mere $356,000 was allocated 
in the last budget for subsidies to sport- 
ing bodies. 

The phrase ‘Australian Sportsmen 
and Women — the world’s last true 
amateurs’’ is fact not fiction.
